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TELEGRAPHIC. 
Ottawa, April 12. 

It is probable that no change will be made 
in the lieutenant-governorships of Manitoba 
and the North-West until after the close of 
the session. 

The minister of justice gives notice to- 
night of an increase all around in superior 
court judges’ salaries of Canada. In the ter- 
ritories five puisne judges of the supreme 
court each get five thousand, also travelling 
expenses and five dollars a day. 

It is stated definitely that the rate of in- 
terest on the fifteen millions ef C. P. R. land 
grant bonds which the government will 
guarantee in return for the cancellation of 
monopoly is fixed at three and a half per 
cent. The explanation in reference to the 
settlement will be made to the ministerial 
caucus to-morrow, but the complete draft 
will not be made public until appreved by 
the government. 

In the house to-day Mr. Laurier complain- 
ed of the persistent guying ef certain mem- 
bers of the opposition whenever a division 
takes place and threatened retaliating if the 
practice was not stopped. Sir Hector Lan- 
gevin said the practice was an ebjectionable 
one, but the opposition was as bad as the 
ministerialists, as was the case last night 
when French members on the government 
side were jeered for voting to sustain the 
speaker's authority. 

Orrawa, April 18. 

The Queen’s hotel, Portage la Irairie, was 
completely destroyed by fire this morning. 

At a ministerial caucus this morning it ie 
understood that the terms of the C. P. R. 
agreement were made known, The general 
draft of the agreement arrived at has already 
appeared in the press. The land will be ad- 
ininistered by trustees, one of whom will be 
a member of the government. It will aggre- 
gate about fourteen million acres. The com- 
pany are pledged to apply the proceeds of 
the bonds issue under direction of the gov- 
ernment, it is understood as follows: ‘‘ Five 
millions to pay off floating liabilities, five and 
a half for increasing its rolling stock, and the 
balance for improving the character of the 
road and promoting its efficiency. The pre- 
mier said the negotiations with the C. P. R. 
had commenéed before Greenway was sum- 
moned to Ottawa, and that he was brought 
here to quiet the agitation, which would 
tend to injure immigration. On his arrival 
here he was informed that the government 
Were negotiating with the C. P. R., and Mr. 
Greenway perfectly understood this.

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THE TIDE HAS TURNED. 

It appears that the tide which has set 
steadily against Manitoba and the North- 
West for the past few years has turned at 
last, and is now flowing strongly in their fa- 
vor. That the turning point, if not the cause 
of the turn, was the abolition of railway mo- 
nopoly admits of no doubt. At any rate 
the large and, steadily increasing immigra- 
tion of this season is proof that there is a 
great change from the conditions of one, two, 
three or four years ago, when intending set- 
tlers avoided the North-West as though 1t 
had the plague, and even Manitoba sent con- 
tingents to help to fill up Dakota, There 
are stéll f00 many Eastern Canadians seck- 
ing homes in the prairie territories and on 
the Pacific coast of the United States, but 
the change that has occurred this season 
gives hope that in the near future Canadian 
emigration to the States will cease, With 
the prospect of rapid railway construction in 
the North-West, and it is to be hoped with 
a great deal if not all of the government land 
now held for sale thrown open for home- 
steading, with the numerous and varied 
natural advantages which the country pos- 
sesses, and above all with a perpetual 
healthy everflow of population from the 
thickly populated districts of Kastern Cana- 
da, there is every reason to believe that the 
North-West is entering upon an era of satis- 
factory and substantial progress. Not only 
will settlers be more likely to seek homes in 
the North-West since the burden of railway 
monopoly has been removed, but capitalists 
who were naturally deterred from investing 
in North-West enterprises, knowing that 
they would be at the mercy of a single rail- 
way corporation, may now be expected to 
come forward and assist in the general ad- 
vancement. -Instead of Manitoba settlers go- 
ing across the line to Dakota there is every 
probability,since the two regions have been 
pleced on an equal footing in railway mat- 
ters, that the superior natural advantages of 
Canada will attract settlers from: Dakota. 


During the period of depression when car 
load after car load of emigrants passed 
through the most fertile seetions of Mani- 
toba on their way to the States without 
deigning to stop for even a day it could only 
be expected that Edmonton, the furthest 
north-western outpost of civilization, 200 
miles from the nearest railway, would be 
almost unheard of, or if heard of unnoticed ; 
to say nothing of the short-sighted policy 
pursued in other parts of the North-West 
itself of belittleing every part of the country 
but their own locality. That Edmonton will 
benefit by the change that has taken place 
regarding the whole North-West there is po 
doubt, but besides various forees seem to be 
at work to draw special attention to this 
place and district. Not the least of these is 
the senate committee formed to enqire fully 
into the geography and and resources of the 
Mackenie river basin, a region which al- 
though occupying at least a fourth of the 
whole area of Canada is as littte known to 
most Canadians as the interior of Africa. 
By meaiis of this committee a vast amount 
of valuable information will be collected. 
Its publication by the committee insures 
its publication to a greater or less extent in 
nearly every newspaper in Canada, Every 
scrap of this information published is a di- 
director indirect advertisoment of Edmon- 
ton as the gateway to and the distributing 
point of the trade of that vast and valuable 
region, The gold discoveries on the Yukon

THE MACKENZIE BASIN. 

Ox March 29th Senator Schuitz introduced 
his motion tor a committee to enquire into 
the resources of the Mackenzie river basin in 
a lengthy and able speech, abounding with 
statistics as to the extent and value of that 
region, from the development of which Ed- 
imonton hopes to reap such great material 
benetit. He likened the Mackenzie with its 
lakes to the St. Lawrence, and declared it to 
be a greater river than the Mississippi. A 
particularly important part of his speech is 
as tollows : ‘* As regards the mineral wealth 
ol this region, Sir John Richardson is said to 
have been so struck with it during one of his 
Voyages that he seriously advised one of the 
ottcers of the Hudson's Bay Company to 
give up their fur trade and devote the whole 
ot their efforts and resources to the develop- 
nieut and transportation to England of the 
ininerals of the country.” Senator Girard 
supported the motion fora committee, and 
in the course of his speech said ; ‘I resptct- 
fully ask if since the organization of our 
North-West the Dominien has not taken a 
new stand before the world? We have cer- 
tainly doubled in importance greatness and 
wealth.”

NORTHERN ALBERTA. 


THE BULLETIN is indebted to Mr. J.B. Tyr- 
rel] of the geological survey of Canada fora 


copy of the report on his work in Northern | 


Alberta during the season of ‘86, which ar- 
rived by last mail. 1% is beautifully printed, 
has several illustrations, is accompanied by 
maps, and can be procured from the pub- 
lishers, Dawson Bros. of Montreal for 25 cts. 
One of the illustrations gives a viow of the 
Big Coal Seam 25 feet thick, on the North 
Saskatchewan 45 miles above Edmonton. In 
describing the partially wooded nature of 
the greater part of Northern Alberta Mr. 
Tyrrell says: ‘‘With the exception of the 
small forest areas mentioned above, the rest 
of the regton consists of half wooded coun- 
trv, with groves of poplar and willow, sepa- 
rated by open glades and grassy stretches otf 
greater or less extent. This partis thus 
most attractive both to the traveller in 
search of natural beauties and to the would- 
be settler looking for a place where to make 
for himself a comfortable home in the short- 
est possible time.” A very interesting part 
of the report is a short account of former ex- 
plorations dating trom the year 1760. The 
amount of valuable information given in the 
report is so great and so much in particular 
that adequate mention throughout is impos- 
sible, but the following paragraph of special 
interest is given in full: “It has long been 
known that this is the highest point on the 
river where gold can be washed out of the 
gravel and sand bars in paying. quantities, 
and prospectors oa that account have been 
led to examine the banks in this vicinity very 
closely. In sections 35 and 36, township 50, 
range 4 west of the fifth principal meridian, 
the coal seam has been burnt out over a con- 
siderable area, and the ground is now scat- 
tered over in many places with large niasses 
of a slag-Jike rock, and where these have not 
been covered with the alluvial deposits, beds 
of ashes and burnt clay and sandstone skirt 
the edge of the bank of undisturbed coal. 
bearing strata. A number of specimens of 
this burnt material were collected and have 
been assayed in the laboratory with the fol- 
lowing interesting results: Two masses of 
slag-like rock lying at the foot ef the slope 
in which the coal seam is exposed, taken 
from places one mile apart, showed a trace 
of gold, Arenaceous clay-shale underlying 
coal seam, showed trace of gold. Ashes 
trom burnt coal seam, showed trace of gold. 
A trace of gold was also found in the parting 
of clay-shale in the coal seam*where it: had 
been unaffected by fire. A sample of the 
over-lying boulder clay was also assayed, but 
no gold could be detected in it.” In figur- 
ing out the amount of coal in the 25-toot 
seam west of Edmonton the conclusion is 
reached that in an area of two miles by three 
is contained 150,000,000 tons. On the Red 
Deer at a point over 100 miles distant the 
same seain is again exposed with a thickness 
of ten feet, containing 12,500,000 tons to the 
square mile. At Knee Hill creek, eighty 
miles further south, it is again exposed, and 
contains 5,000,000 tons to the square mile. 
Mention is made of limestone on the bank of 
the North Saskatchewan in township 47, 
range 9, west of the Sth principal meridian.
